80. 3880.—Whereas the Central Government Is of opinion that in exercise el 
the powers conferred by section 6 of the Export (Quality Control and Inspection) 
Act. 1963 (22 off 1983), paints and allied products should be subject to quality 
control and Inspection prior, tp export; 

And whereas the Central Government has tormulated the proposals specified 
below in supersession of the proposals published in the notification of the Govern¬ 
ment of India in the Ministry Commerce No. S.O. 482. dated the Bth February, 
1966 for the said purpose rind has forwarded the same to the Export Inspection 
Council as required by sub-rule (2) of rule 11 of the Export (Quality Control 
and Inspection) Rules, 1964; 

Now, therefore, in pursuance of the said sub-rule, the Central Government 
publishes the said proposals for information of the public likely to be affected 
thereby. 

2. Notice is hereby given that any person desiring to forward any objection 
or suggestion with respect to the said proposals may forward the same wi tun 
thirty days of the date of publication of this notification to the Export Inspection 
Council, World Trade Centre, 14/1-B, Ezra Street (7th floor), Calcutta-1.

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PROPOSALS 

(1) To notify that paints and allied products shall be subject to quality con¬ 
trol and inspection prior to export; 

(2) To specify the type of quality control and inspection in accordance with the 
draft Export of Paints and Allied Products (Quality Control and Inspection) Rules, 
I960 set out in the Annexure to this notification as the type of quality control and 
inspection which would be applied to such paints and allied products prior to their 
export; 

(3) To recognise— 

(a) the specifications of the export contract as agreed upon between the 

buyer and the seller, 

(b) in the absence of anv specifications as mentioned in sub-item (a), the 

relevant specifications issued by the Indian Standards Institution as 
the standard specifications for paints and allied products; 

(41 To prohibit the export, in the course of international trade, of such paint* 1 
and allied products unless the same are accompanied by a certificate Issued by 
any of the Export Inspection Agencies established under section 7 of the Export 
(Quality Control and Inspection! Act. 1963 (22 of 1963), to the effect that such 
paint and allied products are export-worthy. 

3. Nothing in this notification shall apply to the expolrt by land, sea or air of 
samples of paints and allied products to prospective buyers. 

4. In this notification, ‘paints and allied products’ shall mean— 

(i) readv-mlxed paints and enamels of all types, namely, primers, under- 
coating and finishing; 

(II) varnishes (prepared from natural resins or synthetic resins or both) 

used for under-coating and finishing or for electrical insulation; 

(III) plastic emulsion paints prepared from dispersion or emulsion of synthe¬ 

tic resins in water with oth°r ingredients; and 
(iv) nitroeel’ulose lacquers, clear or pigmented, meant for under-coating or 

finishing.

Draft rules proposed to be made order section 17 of the Export (Quality Control 
and Inspection) Act. 1903 (22 of 1963). 

1. Short tftle and comui™l'WU“Ot.—-(t) These rules max be "ailed the Export 
of Paints and Allied Products (Quality Control and Inspection) Rules, I960- 

(2) They shall come into force on the 1st February, 1967. 

2. Definition.—In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires,— 

(a) ‘AgeneV means anv ap a of the Export Inspection Agencies established 

at Cochin. Madras, Calcutta. Bombay and Delhi under section 7 of 
the Export (Quality Control and Inspection) Act, 1963 (22 of 1963), 

(b) *Paints and allied products’ shah mean 

(I) ready-mixed paints and enamels of all types, namely, primers, under- 
coating and finishing; 

(ii) varnishes (prepared from peters 1 resins or s , mth* , t1n resins or both) 
used for under-coating and finishing or for electrical insulation; 

(Hi) plastic emulsion paints, prepared from dispersion or emulsion of 
synthetic resins in water with other ingredients; and 
(Iv) nltro-eel’iilose lacquers, clear or pigmented, meant for under-coating 
or finishing. 

3. Quality control and Inspection,—(ll The uunlttv of the paints and allied 
products aforesaid shall he ensured bv means of exercising the following controls, 
at different staves of their manufacture together with the levels of control as 
given in the Schedule to this notification, namely:— 

(i) purchase raw materials Control.—(a) Purchase sneciflcations shall be 
laid down by the manufacturer Incorporating the properties of raw 
materials to- he used 
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(b) The accepted consignments shall be cither accompanied by the supplier s 

test or inspection certificate corroborating the requirements of the 
purchase specifications, in which case occasional checks at least once 
in ten consignments shall be conducted by the purchaser for a particular 
cupp’ier to verify the correctness of the aforesaid test or inspection 
certificates, or. the purchased mat ml a Is shall oe regularly tested and 
inspected either in the laboratory within the factory or in on outside 
laboratory or test house. 

(c) The sampling for inspection or tests to bp carried out shall be based 

on a recorded investigation. 

(d) After the inspection or test is carried out. systematic methods shall be 

adopted in segregating the accepted and rejected materials for disposal 
of rejected materials. 

(e) Correct and adequate records in respect of the aforesaid controls shall 

be regularly and systematically maintained. 

lii) Process Control—fat Tletsiled process specifications for different proces¬ 
ses of manufacture oC raw material. and intermediate products, if any. 
shall be laid down by the manufacturer alone with the properties of 
the raw materials and intermediate products- 

(b) Equipments, Instrumentation and facilities shall bp adequate to control 

the processes as laid down in the process specifications. 

(c) Adequate records shall be maintained to ennb’e verification of the 

controls exercised during the process of manufacture. 

fill) Product Control.—(a) The manufacture shall either have his own 
adequate testing facilities or shall hav“ access to such testing facilities 
to test the nroducf ns per the specifications recognised under section 0 
of the Export (Quality Control and Tnsnectlon) Act. 1903 (22 of 1963). 

(b) A representative sample of at least 1 litre In volume shall be drawn 

from each batch of 21W litres The hulk samu1“ sba’l be divided into 
three eoual test Pamelas. On« such test, samnle shall be tested bv 
the manufacturer fqr the requirements of the product and the others 
preserved as referee samDles along with thetr particulars 

(c) Correct nnd adequate ^ecordc in respect of pamn 1 ing, and tests carried

allied prcducts conform to the standard specifications applicable to it

6. Inspection fee.—Subject to a minimum of Hs. 30 for each consivnmen* o 
at the rate of .,0 pah-* for every one hundred rupees of EOB. vabi/of each such 
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conilgnment shall be paid fay the exporter to the Agency as tee tor Inspection 
under these rultt. 

7. Appeal.—(1) Any person aggrieved b.y the refusal of the Agency to i.njuo 
a certificate under sub-rule (4) of rule 4 may, within ten days of receipt of the 
communication of such refusal by him, prefer an appeal to a panel of experts, 
consisting of not less than three parsons appointed for the purpose by the 
Central Government. 

(2) The decision of the said panel of experts on such appeal shall be final.

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(2) The requirements of the packing specifications shall be as given below: 

2.1, The package and containers shall be well finished and have a good 

prcsentability. 

2 2. The containers shall be leakproof and ol sufficient strength to withstand 

handling during transit. 

2.3. The inner containers within the package, shall be ::.o packed as to avoid 

collisions amongst them. 

2 4. The following information shall be given on each container or the label 

applied to it: 

(a) Name of the manufacturer and recognised trade mark, if nny 

(b) Name and type of the material 

(c) Colour 

(d) Volume ol the material in the container 

(e) Batch number
